building. was in flames. In a short 
time the police reached the spot. - 
be-folloted quickly by Mr. T. H, 
King. Deputy Superintendent of 
Police. Unfortunately it was practic- 
ally impossible for: those on the 
outside to do much to help the 

‘| victims trapped within. The heat 
Was sO great that, would-be rescuers 
could hardly approach the building; 
there bla Bet water with which to 
put out the fire;'and consequently 
police and firemen alike had practi- 
cally to stand back and watch: the 
firé burn itself-out. 

While the fire raged, the explosions 
within continued. The roof was 
blown away, bit by bit, tiles, britks, 
and pieces of timber being hurled in 
all direstions.. The walls, for the 
most part, remained standing.

At the first explosion, the operatives 
in the building fled in a painc, and 
about two-thirds of them appeared to 
have escaped.
